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TRUE STORY OF EARLY 

NEWMARKET RECALLED BY 

LION SPEAKER 

An early episode in Newmarket's 
history which will be remembered 
by many old timers was brought to 
light by inspector W. R. McVittie 
of 'Barrie Monday night at the 
{•Lions Club when he recalled a 
story told him in Manitoulin Island 
by the Rev. Cochrane, a former 
pastor of Trinity United Church 

here. 

The story goes that the Meth- 
odists v>-ere going to build a now 
church, and while out on their 
canvass for funds called on the 
parish priest Dean Harris, as a 
joke on the reverend father. 
When told of their mission, tho 
priest asked them what they were 
going to do with the old church. 

"Why tear it down." replied the 
canvassers. 

"Well, I couldn't give you a 
donation toward building a now 
one," came back Dean Harris, "but 
here's $25 to tear the old one 
down." 



Declaring that the farm should 
be dealt with as a war industry in 
Canada's war effort W. R. McVittie 
of Barrie, school inspector for 
Simcoe, made a stirring speech to 
the local Lions and some forty 
fanner guests "on Monday evening.

Npt by this 
group or that group pressing their 
claims, but as an organized' unit 
such as practised in Denmark with 
such marvellous results, i We will 
have to get more of a community 
spirit between the cities, towns 
and farms, not merely a word of 

mouth co-operation with the farm- 
er, but really co-operating. 

"Besides putting our communit- 
ies on an economically sound basis 
we must put them on a spiritual 
basis — we must lose the spirit of 
complacency. There are things 
working against the welfare of our 
country, but are just taken foi 
granted. The farmer should have 
the privilege to come in and tell

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RUBBER AND GAS 



What other subject is talked on our streets to-day, and 
how we fume because we were placed in a lower category 
than we thought was coming to us. At the fust real pinch of 
the shoe we set up a mighty din ranting the powers that be 
to our full lung capacity. 

Hon. C. D. Hope's statement "that we are likely to lose 
the war unless we can get enough oil and enough rubber" 
should prove to us that rhere is no nigger in the woodpile. 
Eighty percent of Canada's supply of petroleum comes from 
the United States, carried ^chiefly by tanker. Submarines are 
playing havoc with these tankers on the Atlantic Coast. There 
are not enough railway tank cars to meet the demand. 
Shortage Oi steel prevents the building of pipe lines. Turner 
Valley produces bat one sixteenth of the country's needs. 

So much for gas! 

We need not tell you that most of the rubher in its raw 
state has fallen to the Japs, or that a synthetic product *would 
take a lengthy time to come into production. Give thought to 
the words of Mr. Howe, "when the tires you now have are 
worn out. your motoring is over until some considerable time 
after the war ends." 

Did you know that the United Nations require for -war 
purposes seven times as much as is available at present, and 
whatever synthetic product is obtained will have to go to the 
same use. Canada, Britain and the United States have pooled 
their stocks to take care of war needs. Civilian use of rubber 
has been cut 74 per cent in two months, and still the war 
supply is so limited that tire retreading cannot be permitted 
except for essential uses. The Minister intimated that it may 
yet be necessary to commandeer tires from private owners of 

vehicles. % 

Cutting the speed limit to forty miles an hour will save 
your tires. Cutting nonessential driving to a minimum will 
materially help the gas situation. Because you have been 
placed in B or C category does not mean that you have to use 
all the coupons in the book. It is up to the individual 
motorist to co-operate fully under these wartime regulations. 



FIGHTING BRITAIN'S FIGHT? 



■ 



One still sometimes hears word-of-moirth suggestions, or 
sees them in Fascistically inclined publications, that «lhe 
United States is being induced by Great Britain to make a 
disproportionate contribution to the war, editorially comments 
The Christian Science Monitor. Such Axis-aiding talk ran 
into factual refutation in the radio address of Lord Halifax 
Wednesday night which told something of what that beleagu- 
ered island fortress, Britain, is putting into the wfcr. 

F6r instance the British Ambassador to the United' States, 
disclosed Otat for months past no less than 80 per cent of 
'Britain's total military production and every soldier for 
whom shipping space was available have been sent overseas. 

One wonder how many of those few Americans who 
spread disparaging remarks about the British would like to 
trade places with an average civilian on the British Isles* and 
malce his contribution to the war by standards prevailing 

there. 

How would the critic like to be closely rationed as to the 
clothing he can buy, get around on seven gallons of gasoline 
a month with the prospect of losing that in July, pay 20 per 
cent of a fl.^OO family income in taxes, be limited to appi*ox- 
im'ately a pound of meat per person per week with IKtle fish 
or poultry obtainable, get two' to five eggs a month, half a 
pound of sugar a week, and do without green vegetables, 

fruit, or chocolate? 

These are the circumstances under which Britain Is 
giving up every possible ton of its shipping to carry supplies 
or men to the far battlegrounds of Russia, the East and Near 
East instead of more food for Britain itself. 

•Americans may well remember that Great Britain was 
shouldering the burden of the war, largely alone, for two. 
years before the United States became a belligerent. The 
(British 'Navy for more than a century has been a protection 
to American interests. When Americans dig as deeply for 
war sacrifices as Britons .are doing, the war will be well-nigh 
won. And by that time Itoey will be little disposed to quibble 
about who is doing the more, or for whom, but probably will 
be content to sum ; It up with saying, "Britain is fighting 
freedom's, flghl— and so Is America."
